Chrysanthemums Fall For 


Gag Of Cutting Daylight 


To Force Blossoming

/COLUMBUS—Flowers have a Un* 
v 
guage 
of 
their own, but you 
should know how they are grown 
before you believe what they say, 
according to Prof. Alex Lauries of 
the 
department 
of 
horticulture, 
Ohio State university. 
He 
added 
that modern methods of flower pro­ 
duction would make a plant doubt 
its own blossoms. 
Professor Laurie declared that a 
well behaved chrysanthemum may 
find itself covered with flowers two 
months before the normal blooming 
period 
because 
some 
designing 
greenhouse owner has used black 
cloth to reduce the span of daylight 
to IO hours. 
The chrysanthemum plant instinc­ 
tively flowers when there is only 
IO hours of daylight and the flori­ 
culturist places black cloth screens 
around the plan to deceive it. 
•'You cannot fool every plant by 
tam in g day 
into 
night.” L au n a 
said. 
“Sometimes, the greenhouse 
proprietor changes night into day 
by using electric lights. The fever­ 
few is one of the plants that falls 
for this racket and can be made to 
blossom out 
of 
season if normal 
daylight 
is 
stretched to 15 hours 
daily by turning on the lights. 
“Good citizens of the plant world 
have been em barrassed recently by 
discovering parts of themselves pro­ 
ducing roots when those paris were 
designed by nature to bear branches 
or leaves. 
A research man discovered the 
hormone that induces root develop­ 
ment and by placing a dab of this 
substance on a stem or branch can 
make most plants develop roots at 
the spot where the material is ap­ 
plied.” 
Another recent development Lau­ 
rie added, is to take 
the 
ground 
right out from under the plants and 
m ake it live in a water solution or 
exist on a bed of cinders. 
In the greenhouses af Ohio State 
university, plants 
are 
placed on 
clean cinders and a liquid solution 
containing food is pumped through 
the cinders two or three t i m e s daily. 
The plants thrive and the floricul­ 
turists miss a lot of the grief that 
attends the growing of plants In o r ­ 
dinary soil. 
Professor Laurie does not confine 
his cult of artificiality to the small­ 
er plants 
He advises giving shade 
trees artificial respiration two or 
three times annually. 
This is done 
by pumping air and fertilizer info 
the soil often enough to keep the 
free in a vigorous condition.

American Conception Of Democracy Based On 


True, Not Arithmetical. Majority As Cited

S 
EN. R O B IN S O N S friends were 


more numerous than his parti­ 
san supporters. 
For he had 
the 
capacity, so essential to the work­ 
ing of representative government, 
to be a stanch partisan without 
injecting into his political strug­ 
gle* the poison of hatred and irre­ 
concilability. 
He 
fought 
cleanly, 
and he passes away leaving a mul­ 
titude of opponents who are still 
his friends. 
It is a tragic pity that he had to 
die when he did, as the leader of a 
cause that he would never have 
espoused on his own personal con­ 
victions alone. No doubt he was 
doing his duty as be saw it 
And 
though the last acta of hi* life are 
associated with a cause that is dis­ 
credited. he will be remembered for 
the essential honesty and good will 
which marked his leadership 
A commentator, who supports the 
judiciary bill, said the other day 
that "the filibuster is the negation 
of democracy." His theory is that 
51 percent of any quorum Is entitl­ 
ed to any time to override the other 
♦9 percent That is not my concep­ 
tion of democracy, and I am pre­ 
pared to argue that, given th* cir­ 
cumstances surrounding the judici­ 
ary bill, a filibuster will be fully 
Justified if it is necessary to pre­ 
vent enactment of the bill at this 
session of congress. 
True Democracy 
The American conception of de­ 
mocracy is not. as some few seem 
to think, based on the rule of an 
arithmetical majority. 
Tile inner 
principle of the American Constitu­ 
tion is derived from the conviction 
of the founding fathers 
that 
in 
groat 
matters the 
true majority 
must be much greater than a hare 
majority, and that convinced min­ 
orities must not be easily overrid­ 
den. Thus the President may veto 
the acts of a bare majority of both 
i houses, and only a two-thirds vote 
can prevail against his veto. I have 
vet to hear a "new dealer” say that 
I the \eto power of one man Is the 
negation of democracy. The legis­ 
lative branch of the government is 
not designed to establish the rule of 
arithmetical 
majorities. 
For 
the 
senators 
represent 
very 
unequal 
number* of voters I have heard no 
argument that this is the negation 
of democracy. The senate cannot 
ratify treaties by an arithmetical 
majority The congress cannot even 
submit constitutional amendments 


to the people unless two-third* of 
both houses agree. 
In abort, the pervasive principle 
of American democracy is not the 
sovereignty of any transient 51 per­ 
cent 
ifs principle is government 
by consent of 
the 
preponderant 
mas- of the peop*e, and the whole 
system is designed to make it as 
certain as anything can be made in 
public lite that the final decision 
in great matte;* shall be that not 
of a parsing and excited majority 
but of a laige. informed, and con­ 
sidered majority. 
Striking Differences 
In the senate today, out of 96 
members, there are at least 4»» who 
are deeply opposed to the 
judi­ 
ciary bill. There ate no move than 
♦0 who have declared themselves 
1 in favor dt it. and it is common and 
indubitable knowledge that a fair^ 
number of this 4o are for it only' 
because of partisan loyalty. It is no 
less evident to all competent ob­ 
servers that the leaders of the op­ 
position are moved by a deep con­ 
viction whereas the advocates, with 
astonishingly few exceptions, have 
no heart for the work they ate do­ 
ing. 
There remains a group of utuom-; 
miffed senators. One of them. Sen.I 
Robert Wagner of New 
York, is 
particularly interesting and signifi­ 
cant. Sen. 
Wagner 
has 
been 
a 
judge. So there can be no doubt of 
his capacity to understand the bill. 
He is a fervent new dealer, a most 
effective supporter of the President.! 
Five months have passed since the 
judiciary bill 
was proposed. 
Yet 
Sen. Wagner has not yet declared 
his position. W hat can this mean 
except that his is torn between dis­ 
like of the measure and loyalty to 
the administration’’ 
Yet the new dealers think they 
are acting with loyalty to the spirit, 
of democracy when by conscripting 
the votes of reluctant senators like 
Mr. Wagner thev propose to over-! 
ride the passionate convictions of 
40 senators 
My view is that the 
true defender - of democracy are the 
senators who wish to prevent suca 
an insincere vote. who ask that the 
bill be r committed to th* commit-1 
tee and that the decision he post-, 
poned until the people have had a 
chance to clarify their will on this! 
controversial issue 
I am quite prepared to admit that 
there are emergencies when deci-1 
sions must be mad-' promptly and

The report was given to Coroner 
S. R Gerber. Safety Director Eliot 
Ness and Police Chief George J 
Matowitz 
"Pathological 
suicides 
are 
of 
course quite common.” Creel said In 
hts report, "and so are pathological 
types of killers The combination 
of the irresistible impulse toward 
suicide and toward killing is. how­ 
ever of a much less common oc­ 
currence. 
“When the combination does oc­ 
cur, the person then not only de 
sires to commit suicide, but he also 
wants to kill someone else at the 
sam e time." Creel pointed out. 
"The strange fact appears that 
several of the victims of the torso 
killer were not only a transient or 
floating type, but further there arc 
certain reasons for believing that 
they are of a distinctly suicide 
killer type besides." Creel declar­ 
ed. 
Creel expanded the theory that 
lf all the torso victims were of the 
suicide killer type, 
they 
formed 
themselves into a club with some 
sadistic 
person, whose personal 
joy was killing, at their head. 
He suggested that the member 
who was to die at a given time was 
selected by lot and the one select­ 
ed then permitted himself to be 
killed by his fellow club members 
Creel asked that his theory be 
published in the hope that some­ 
one who might 
have 
been 
ap­ 
proached by the club would tell his 
story to police. 
Safety Director Ness said there 
is 
nothing Impossible in Creel's 
theory.

reluctant minorities must be over­ 
ridden. Such an emergency existed 
in 1933 and I was one of those who 
held then that the President must 
exercise extraordinary powers. But 
no honest man can say that there 
exists a judiciary crisis which calls 
for summary action at this time. 
No honest man can say that the will 
of the people is being thw arted if 
on an issue on which the people 
are at least evenly divided, time is 
taken to find out what the people 
really want. 
On the contrary, to obstruct a de­ 
cision by a hare majority of un­ 
convinced and reluctant senators is 
to vindicate the right of the people 
to make great decisions deliberate­ 
ly. A filibuster under these circum­ 
stances is the use of a power care­ 
fully reserved foi the protection of 
minorities 
and 
majorities 
alike 
against haste or dictation. The sen­ 
ate has preserved the right to fili­ 
buster because that right is one 
of the essential safeguards of its 
existence as a truly deliberative as­ 
sembly. 
Why is it that under the rules of 
the senate debate cannot be shut 
off except by cloture which requir­ 
es a vote of two-thirds? Because 
the senate has recognised that on 
great issues where there is a sub­ 
stantial minority in opposition, it 
is not consistent with the Ameri­ 
can idea of government by consent 
of the governed to force decisions 
by a bare 51 percent of a quorum. 
lf the administration wants to shut 
off debate and force a vote, let it 
produce 64 senators who will vote 
for cloture. 
T hat rule of the senate, main­ 
tained to prevent the dictation of 
transient majorities, is a true re­ 
flection of the spirit of democracy 
as we know it in this country. No 
man need have the slightest doubt 
that in defying the dictation of a 
transient, 
unconvinced, 
reluctant 
arithm etical majority, he is repre­ 
senting the true genius of Ameri­ 
can institutions.

Cross this sum m er in the training 
of 150 commissioned reserve offi­ 
cers now on duty with the CCC as 
Red Cross life saving examiners 
and 4.000.000 CCC enrollees as life­ 
guards, according to J. J McEntee,.' 
assistant 
director 
of 
emergency 
conservation work 
The reserve officers, trained at J 
the National Aquatic schools, will 
serve as Instructors at the district 
schools held for enrollees. 
Enroll­ 
ees who graduate from the district 
schools will he assigned to life­ 
guard duty in the CCC camps as 
soon as they receive their certifi­ 
cates. 
At least two CCC senior 
lifeguards will he assigned to each 
camp. McEntee said. 
He pointed 
out that all outdoor swimming at 
CCC camps is supervised. 
The American Red Cross cooper­ 
ated with the CCC in the conduct 
of lifesaving program s during the 
summers of 19*15 and 1936. 
During 
those years a total of 6.636 enroll­ 
ees were graduated as Red eros* 
senior lifeguards. McEntee pointed
